Of the Parents and Birth of Fryer Bacon, and how 
he addicted himſelf to Learning. 


Dee dF was bon, by molt mens opinions, in 
9 te weſt. part of England, and was ſon 

- to a wealthy Farmer, who put him to 
> School to the Parſon of the Town 

f where he was bons not with intent 
that he ſþould turn Fryer (as he did) but 

to get ſo much underſtanding, that he might manage the 
better that wealth he was - leabe him, But — 
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The Famous Hiſtory. 
Bacon took bis learning fs faſt, that the Pꝛieſt could 
not teacy bim any moze, which made him defire his Ma- 
ter that he would ſpeak to his Father to put bim to 
Oxford, that he might not loſe that little learning that 
be had gained: his Maſter was very willing fo to do, 
and one dap meeting his Father, told him, that he had 
receibed a great bleſſing of God, in that be had given 
him ſo wife and hopefull a Cbilde, as bis Soy Roger 
Bicon was (foz'fo was be named) and wiſhed him with⸗ 
all to do his duty, and fo to being up his Childe, that 
be might ſhew his thankfulneſs to God, which could 
not better be done than in making of him a Scholar,foz 
he found by his ſodain taking of his learning, that he 
was a Childe likely to pꝛobe a berp great Clerk : hereat 
old Bacon was nct * well pleaſed (foꝛ he deſired to being 
him up to Plough and to the Cart, as he himſelf was 
zought) pet he toz reverence ſake to the Pꝛieſt, ſbewed 
not his anger, but kindly thanked him foz his pains and 
Counſell, pet defiring bim not to ſpeak any moze concer- 
ning that matter; foꝛ be knew beſt what beſt pleaſed him⸗ 
telt, and that he would not do: fo bꝛake they of their talk, 
So ſoon as the old man came home, he called to his 
Son foz his Books, which when be had, he locked them 
up, and gave the Bop a Cart-whip in the place of them, 
ſaping ta him, Boy, J will have yeu no Prteft; pdu ſhall 
not be better learned than J: pou can tell now by the Al⸗ 
manack when it is beft ſowing Wheat, when Warlep, 
Peaſe, and Beans; and when the beft Libbing is, when 
to ſell Gzain and Cattel, I will teach thee : foꝛ I habe all 
Faires and Markets as perfect in my memozy,as Sir John 
our Pꝛieſt has maſſe without Book: take me this whip, 
J will teach thee the uſe of it, it will be moze pꝛoffte ble to 
thee than this harſþ Latine : make no reply but follow my 
countell, oz elſe by the Wals thou fþalt feel the ſmart 
hand of-mp anger. Young Bacon thonght this but hard 
dealing, ert would he not reply, but within fx oz 4 
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of Fryer Bacon. 
dayes be gave his Father the lip, and went to a Clepſter 
ſome twenty miles off, where he was entertained, and ſo 
continued his learning, and in ſmall time came to be fo 
ke mous, that he was ſent foꝛ to the Univerfity of Oxford, 
where he long time ſtudied, and grew ſo excellent in tbe 


ſecrets of Art and Nature, that not England only, but all 
. Chriſtendome admired him.

How che King ſent for Fryer Bacon, and of the wonderfull 
things he ſhewed the King and Queen. 


The King being in Oxfordſhire at a Noblemans houſe 
was very defirous to ſee this famous Fryer, ſoz he 

had beard many times of the wondzous things that be 
had done by his Art: therefoze he ſent one fo2 him to de- 
fire him to come to the Court. Fryer Bacon kindly than- 
ked the King by the Meſſenger, and ſaid, that be. was at 
the Kings ſervice, and would ſodainlp attend him: but 


Bir, taith he (to the Gentleman) I pꝛap make you hafte, 


v2 elſe I ſhall be two Hours befoze pou at the Court. Fo? 
all pour learning (anſwered the Gentleman) I can hard⸗ 
1p believe this, foz Schollars,old men and travellers, map. 
1ye by authozity- To ſtrengthen pour belief (ſaid Fryer 
Bacon) J could pꝛeſently ſhew you the laſt Wench that 
you lay withall; but J will not at this time. One is as 
true as the other (ſaid the Gentleman) and J weuld laugh 
to ſee either. You Gall ſee them both within theſe four 
hours, quoth the Fryer, and therefoze make. what haſte 
you can. I will pzevent that by my ſpeed (ſaid the Gen- - 
tleman) and with that rid his way 5 but he rode out of 
his way, as it ſhould ſeem; fs2 he had but five miles to 
ride,andyet he was better than thzee hours a riding them, 
ſo that Fryer Bacon by his Art was with the Ring befoze. - 
became- | ED > 
The Ring kindly welcomed him, and taid tbat pe | 
ons; : 
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long time had deſired. to ſee him: foz he had ag vet not 
beard of his life. Fryer Bacon anſwered him, that fame 
had belyed him, and given him that repozt that his poo? 
ſtudies had never deſerved, fo2 he believed that Art had 
many. Sones moze excellent than himſelf was. The 
King commended him foz his modeftie, and told him, that 
nothing did become a wiſe man lefſer than boaſting: But 
pet withall he requeſted him now to be no niggard of his 
knowledge, but to ſbew his Queen and him ſome of his 
Skill. J were wozthy of neither Art noz knowledge (quoth 
Fryer Bacon) ſþould J deny pour Wajeſty this ſmall re- 
gueſt ; I pꝛap ſeat pour ſelves and you fþall ſee pꝛeſently 
what my pooꝛ skill can perfozme : the Ring, Queen, and 
Nobles ſate them all down. They habing ſo done, the 
Fryer wabed his wand, and pzeſently was heard ſuch 
excellent mufick that they were all amazed, foz they all 
ſaid they had never heard the like. This is, ſaid the Fry- 
er. to delight the ſenſe of hearing. J will delight all your 
other ſenſes ere pou depart hence, ſo wabing bis wand 
again, there was lowder muſick heard, and pzeſentlp 
five dancers entred, the firſt like a Court-Laundzeſs, the 
ſecond like a Footman, the third like a Uſurer, the fourth 
like a Pꝛodigall, the fift like a Fool: theſe did divers ex- 
cellent changes, ſo that they gave content to all the behoj- 
ders, and having done their Dance, they all baniſhed a- 
wap in their oꝛder as they came in. Thus feaſted he two 
of their ſenſes. Then waved he bis wand again, and 
there was anothet kinde of mufick heard, and whileſt 
it was a playing there was ſodaiuly;befoze them a table 
richly covered with afl ſozts. of. delicates: then deſtred he 
the King and Queen to taſte-of ſome certain rare fruits 
that were on the Table, which they and the Nobles there 
pꝛetent did, and were very highly pleaſed with the taſte: 
they being ſatisfied, all. banifþed away on the ſodain: 
then waved he his wand again, and ſodainly there was 
ſuch a ſmell, as if all the rich 8 in the whole woꝛld 
had been there prepared in the beſt manner that — 
could 
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could ſet them out: whileſt be feafted thus their ſmelling, 
be waved his wand again, and there came divers Na- 
tions in ſundry habits (as Ruſſians, Polanders, In- 
dians, Arm-nians) all bzinging ſundzy kinds ef Furres» 
ſuch as their Countries peelded: all which they pzeſented 
tothe King and Queen: theſe Furres were ſo ſoft in the 
teuch that they highly pleaſed all thoſe that handled them; 
then alter ſ6:1e odde fantaſtick - Dances (after their. 
ountrey manner) they vaniſhed away: then asked 
Fryer Bacon the Kings Wajeſty, if that he deſired any 
moꝛe of his £kill ? The King anſwered that be was fully 
catifired ſoꝛ that time, and that he only now thought. of 
Comething-that he might beſtow on him, that might 
partip ſatisfie the kindneſs that he bad received. Fryer 
Bicon; faid, that he deſired nothing ſo much as his Pa- 
jeſties lebe, and it that he might be aſſuredof that, he 
would think himſelfbappy in it: foꝛ that (ſaid the King) 
be thou ever ſure of, in token ot which receive this 
Jewel . and withall gave him a coſtly Jewel from his neck. 
The Fryer did with great reverence thank his Wa⸗ 
jeſty, and ſaid: as pour Majeſties vaſſall pou ſhall e- 
ver finde me ready to do peu ſerbice, pour time of need 
Hall find it both beneficial and delightfull. But a⸗ 
mongtt all theſe Gentlemen I ſee not the man that pour 
Gꝛace did ſend foz me by, fure he bath leſt bis wap, oz. 
elſe met with tome ſpozt that detaing bim ſo long. J 
pꝛomiſed to be here befoze him, and all. this noble aſſem- 
blp can witneſs I am os goed as my woꝛd: J beor him 
comming: with that entred the Gentleman alt be dirted, 
(foz be had rid thzough ditches, quagmires, plaſbes, and 
waters thzt be. was in a moſt pitifüll cafe) he feeing 
the Fryer there, locked full angerlp, and bid a pox on alt. 
bis Devils. foz they had led him cut ok his way; and al. 
molt dzowned bim. Be not. angry Sir (caid Fryer Ba- 
con) bere is an old friend of pours that hath moꝛe cauſe : 
foz ſhee hath tarrped tbete cher hours ſoz you (with thar 
be pulled up the Hangings , and bebind thern'ftced a 
. 52. kttchin- 
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kitchin⸗Mapd with a baſting-ladle in her hand: ) now 
am Jas good as my wo2d with pou : fo: J pꝛomiſed pou to 
helpe pou to pour ſweet-heart, how do you like this? 
So ill, anſwered the Gentleman. that J will be reven- 
ged of you- Thꝛeaten not (faid Fryer Bacon) left J dg 
ou mote ſhame, and do you take becd how pou give 
Scholars the 1ye again : but becauſe J know not how 
well pou are ſtozed with money at this time, J will bear 
tur Wenches charges home: with that ſhe baniſhed 
awep: The King, £ueen, and all the cempany l:ughed 


to ſee with what home this Gentleman indured the ſight 


er his greafie ſweer-heart : but the Gentleman went away 
dffevntented. ' 'This done > Frper Bacon tock his Jeabs 
of the King and Queen, and received trom them divers 
gifts (as well as thanks) foz his Art he ſþewed 
them. 5 
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How Fryer Bacon deceived his Man, that would faſt for 
his conſcience ſake. | | 


Ryer Bacon had one only man to attend vn him, and 

he too was none of the wiſeft; foz be kept him in 
Charity, moze than foz any. ſervice he had of him. his 
man of his (named Miles,) never could indure to faſt as 
other Religious perſons did, foz alwayes he had in one 
cozner, 92 another, fleſp, which he would eat when hrs 
Malter eat bead only, oꝛ elſe did faſt and abſtaine from 
all things. Fryer Bacon ſeeing this, thought at one time 
v2 other to be eben with him, which he did one Fryday 
in this manner: Miles on the Thurſday night hadpzovi- 
ded a great black-pudding fo2 his Frydayes faſt: This 
Pudding put be in his pocket (thinking belibe to heat 
it to, fo? bis Maſter pad no fire an thoſe dayes Mon the 
next dar, who was fo demure as Miles? de looked as 
though ho would not have eate. any thing ther 
| T 
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Maſter offered him ſome bꝛead, he refuſed it, ſaping, his 
fns deſerved a greater penance than one dayes faſt in 
a whole week: his Baſter commended him fo2 it, an? 
bid him take heed that he did not diſlemble, ſoz · if he did 
it would at laſt be known : Then were J woꝛſe then a 
Turk, ſaid Miles: ſo went he tozth as if be would habe 
gone to pꝛap pꝛivatelp, but it was foz nothing but to pep 
pzivilyupon his black pudding:that pulled he out to it was 
half roaſted with the heat of his bumm, and fell to it 
luſtilp but he was deceived; foz having put one end in 


bis mouth, he could neither get it out again, noz bite it 


off, fo that be ſtamped out foz help: his Paſter bearing 
him, came, and finding him in that manner, took hold ot 
the other end of the pudding, and ledhim to the Þall; and 


chewed him to all the Schollars, ſaping, See here mp good 


friends and fellow ſtudents , what a debout man my ſer- 
bant Miles is, he loved not to bꝛeak a fafiday, witneſs 
this pudding that his conſcienee will not let him twal⸗ 
low : I wif! have bim to be an example foz pou all: then 
tyed he him to a window by the end of the pudding, where 
pooze Miles ſtood like a Beat tyed dy the noſe to a ſtake, 
and indured manp flouts and mocks : at night his Pa- 
ſter releaſed him from his penance ; Miles was glad ot it, 
and did vow never to bzeak-moze Faſt dayes whilſt that he 
lived. 28 
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How Fryer Bacon ſaved a Gentleman that had given him- 
ſelf tothe Denlllc:f 7 n tn gh f ft“ 
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N Orſordmire there libed a Sentleman, that. had 
thꝛougb bis :riotous' expences waſted a faire Inheri- 

tance that was left him by his Father : After which be 

grew fo pooze;'that:he bad not wheretoith to bay him⸗ 

ſelf lo much dꝛesd as: would maintaine his miſerable 

rr e 1 ftate that he had lided 
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in, and the pꝛeſent want that he now ſuſtained,made him 


ts grow deſperate and regardleſs both ok his ſoule and bo- 
dies eſtate: which gabe the Devill decaſton to woꝛke up⸗ 


on bis weakneſs in this manner following. 


Dn a time, he being alone full of grief and care, 
(grief foz his follies paſt, and care how to get a pooze 
fibing fo2 the remainder of his dapes) the Devill came 
unto him and asked him what he wanted (he came not 
in a ſhape terrible, but like an old penny-father.) This 
Gentleman was amazed at his ſodaine pzeſence; but bea- 
ring him demand of his wants, he took to him courage 


and ſaid: A want all things, A want money to buy me 


apparell, money to bup me: meat, money to redeem mp 
Land, and money ts pay mp debts: Can oz will pou 
helpe me in this miſery? J will anfwered the Devill, 
on ſome conditions helpe pou to money foz to ſupply all 
thoſe wants, and that ſodainly. Dn any conditions, ſaid 
the Gentleman, help me, and J ſwear to perfozme 
them: J take no Paths ( anſwered the Devill) 1 
mult have Bonds if pou will do ſo, meet me by the 
Woods-fide to mozrow moꝛning, and there J will have 
the monep ready. I will, faid the Gentleman ( foz he 
pos2 man was glad of it on any conditions, as be ſaid 
defoze.) The neft dap he went to the Wood, where the: 
Devill had pꝛomiſed to meet him: long had he not been 
there, but he behetd the Deviil comming, and af- 
ter him two other like Serbingmen , with Bagges of 
monep: this rejoyced the pooz- Gentlemans heart to 
think that he ſpould once again libe like à man. The 


Devill comming w him ſaid: Son, J will perfozme 


my pꝛomite unto'you'if that pbu will: ſeal to the conditi⸗ 


ens that A babe hear already daten: will ingip taid the 


Sentleman; Iwill, pay read them. The Debill read 
them to this effect! that be lent him ſa mucd money as he 
ſhould babe; need of; to be imploped to thete utes olto dd 
ing: Firſt! to rodeem bis moꝛgeg d and nextto pay 


his debts: laſtly, ſo buy him tuch neceſſaries, as he — 
edi:

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of Fryer Bacon. 
wanted 5 to be lent on this condittend, I hat fo ſoon as he 
had paid all his debts that he ſhould be at tte Lenders dit⸗ 
poſing, and witheut any delay freelp to peel Himſelf to 
him upen the firft demand of the afozeſaidLender.To this 
the Gentleman ſealed, and hed the monty cerryed to his 
chamber, with which meney he in ſhozt time redeemed his 
land, and bought ſuch things as he needed, and likewiſe paid 


all his debts, ſo that there was not anp man that could ask 


him one penny. 

Thus lived this Gentleman once again in great cre- 
dit, and grew ſo great a husband that be encreaſed, - his 
eftate, and was richer then ever bis Father befoze him 
was: but long did not thfs joy of his continue foz ene 
day he being in his Studie the Devill appeared unto 
bim and did tell him, that now his Land was redeemed, 
-and bis debts paid, and therefoze the time was: come 
that he muſt * bimſelf to his mercy, as he was 
bound by Bond, This troubled the Gentleman to hear, 


but moze to chink how be muft become a fave to a 


ftranger that he did not know, (foz be knew not as 
pet that he was the Devill) but being urged to anſwer fo2 
bimtelt, by the Devill, he ſaid, that he had not as pet paid 
all his debts, and therefoze- as pet he was not lpable to 
the Bonds ſtrait Conditions. Atſthis the Devil! keemed 
angry ; and with a fearfull noite tranſfozmed himſelf 
to an ugly ſhape, ſaying, Alas, poo? weetch, thefe are pooz 
excuſes that thou krameſt. J know them all to be falſe, 
and ſo will probe them to thy face to mozrow mozning ,

When be was gone, the Gentleman reviving, be- 
kpougpt bimtelt in what a mitt ftate he was now 
in, then wiſbed be that he bad lived and dyed .pagaly , 


then curted be all higajmnbitious'chougbts tht led him firit 
to defire again that wealth which be bad to vainſy by bis 
riot loſt; then would be * 6 > 
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that were the oziginal of all his miſery: thus was be toz- 


mented a long.time in his mind, at laſt be tully reſolved 
to end his wꝛetched life by ſome violent death, and to that 
end he went fozth , thinking to kill himſelf, which he 
bad done, had it not been foz the Fryer : foz as he was 
falling upon his ſwozd, Fryer Bacon came by nd called 
to him to hold, which he did. Fryer Bacon demanded of 
him the cauſe why he was ſo deſperate that he would run 
headlong to bell? O fir, ſatd be, the cauſe is great, and 
the relation is ſo terrible to me, that J would intreat you 
not to trouble me any moze, but to leabe me to my own 
will: this anſwer filled the Fryer with amazement. and 
pity both at once, which made him to urge him in this 
manner: Sir, ſhould J leave you to this wilfull damnation, 
I were unfit ever hereafter to wear oz touch any robe 
that belongeth to the holy D2der, whereof J am a Wꝛo⸗ 
ther : pou know (doubt not) that there is given power 
to the Church to abſolbe penitent ſinners, let not pour wil⸗ 
fulneſs take awap from pou that benefit which pou map 
receive by its freely confeſs pouriſelf (I pzap you) unts 
me, and doubt not but I ſhall give pour troubled conſci⸗ 


ence eate; Father (ſaid this Gentleman) J know all that 


vou have ſpoken is truth, and J have many times recet- 
bed. comiozt from the Psther Church, (AX dare not oe 
Our, foꝛ I feaz me, ſhe will never receive me foz a Childe 
J bave no part in her benediction > pet ſince pou requeſt ſo 
earneſtly the cauſe, J will tell you hear it and tremble, 
Know then t bat J have given my ſelf to the Devill foz a 
little wealth, and be to mozzow in this Mood muft. bave 
me N now habe you my grief, but J know not how.to get 
comfoꝛt. ä | 
This is ftrange (quoth Fryer Bacon) pet be of good 
comfozt, penitential tears may do much, which ee pou 
dg not ſpare 5 ſoon 4 will vifit poy at your houſe, aug gibe 
pou'th4 coratozt (K hops) that min beget you. agam te 
goodneſs: the Gzntleman with theſe. words was lome⸗ 
tohat cothfozted , and returned .home. At night Fryer

Bacon came to him, and found him full of teares fo2 his 
hapnous offences, fag theſe tears be gabe him hope of 
pardon, demanding further what conditions he had made 
with the Devil; the Gentleman told him, how that he had 
pꝛomiſed himſelf to him as ſoon as he had papd all his 
debts: which now he had done. foꝛ he owed not one penny 
to any man living. Mell, taid Fryer Bacon, continue thy 
foꝛrom foꝛ thy fmnes, and to mozrow meet him without 
feare, and be thou content to ſtand to the next mans judge⸗ 
ment that thall come that wap, whether thou doſt belong 
to the Devill oz no: fear not, but do fo, and be thou af- 
ſured that I will be hee that ſhall come by, and will give 


tuch judgement on thy ſide, that thou ſhalt be free from 


him; with that Fryer Bacon went home, and the Gen- 
tleman went to his pꝛapers. 

In the mozning the Gentleman (after that he had 
bleſfed himſelf) went to the Mood where he found the 
Devill ready foꝛ him 5. fo ſoon as he came near, the Devill 
ſaid, Now Deceiver are pou come, now ſpalt thou ſee that 
Ican and will pꝛobe that thou haſt paid all thy debts, and 
therefoze thy foul belongeth to me.

beretc the Debill agreed. No ſooner were theſe wozds en- * 
ded, but Fryer Bacon game by, to whom the Gentleman 
ſpake, and requeſted. that he would be judge to a weighty 
matter between them two 3 the Fryer taid he was con- 
tent, ſo both parties were agreed; the Deviil ſaid they 
were, and told Fryer Bacon how the caſe ſtood between 
them in this manner.

and thou art free: Deceiber of mankind, ſeid he (ſpea⸗ 
king to the Devill) it was thy bargain, never to meddle 
with him fo long as he was indebted to any; now bow 
canſt thou demand cf him any thing when he is :indebted 
foz all that he bath to thee, when he payeth thee thy monep, 
then take him as thy due 5 till then thou haſt nothing to 
do with him: and ſo I charge thee to be gene.

This Ambaſ- 
ſadour being come to the Ring, he feafted him (as it is the 
manner of Pꝛinces to do) as with the beff ſpozts as he had 
then, welcomed him. The Ambaſſadour ſeeing the King 
ol England ſo free in his Love, deffred likewiſe to give 
him ſome tafte of his goodliking, and to that intent ſent 
foz one of his followers (being a German, and named 
Vandermatt) a famous Conjurer, who being come he told 
the King that fince his Grace bad been ſo bountifull in his 
love to him, he would Sew him (by a ſervant of his) ſuch 
wonderfull things as t is Gzace baanever ſeen the like be⸗ 
foze. The Ring demanded of him of what nature theſe 
things were that he would-do ? the Ambaſfadour anfwered 
that they were things done by the Art of Magick, the 
King hearing of this, ſent ſtraight foz Fryer Bacon, 
who pzefently came, any bzought Fryer Bungey with 
him. f | 
When the Banquet was done, Vandermaſt did aske 
the King , if he deſtred to fee the Sptrit of any man 
deceaſed : and if he did, he would ratte him in tuch 
manner and fafhion as he was in when that be lived. 
The King told him, that ab obe all men he deffred to fee - 
Pompey the Gzeat, who would abide ns equall. Vander: 
maſt by bis Art raiſed him, armed in ſuch manner _ be

of Fryer Bacon. 
was-when he was flain at the battle of Pharſa{ia : At 
this they were all highly contented; Fryer Bacon pze- 
ſently raifed the gboſt of Julius Czſar, who wewld abide 
no Superiour, and had ſlain this Pompey at the battle of 
Pharſalia ; At the fight of him they were all amazed but 
the King, who ſent foꝛ Bacon 5 And Vandermaſt ſaid there 
was ſome man of Art in that pzeſence, whom he defired to 
ſee. Fryer Bacon then ſbewed himſelf, taping; It was 
I Vandermaſt that raiſed Czſar, partly to give content to 
the ropall pzeſence, but chiefly foz to conquer thy Pompey, 
as be did once befoze, at that great Battle of Pharſalia, 
which he now again ſhall do. Then pzeſently began a 
fight between Czſar and Pompey, dohich continued a good 
ſpac e to the content of all, except Vandermatt ; At laſt 
Pompey was overcome and flain by Czſar : then vaniſhed 
they both away. | ; 

Wy Lozd Ambaſſadour (ſaid the King) me thinks that 
my Engli@<man bath put down your German: bath he 
no better cunning than this?

Mereat Vandermaſt 
curft Hercules, and threatned him : But Fryer Bacon 
laughed and bid him not to chafe himſelfere that bis jour- 
ney wageuded : foz ſeeing (ſaith he) that. Hercules will 
ds Nothing at your command, J will have him to do you 
ſome ſervice at mine, with that he bid Hercules carrp him 
home into Germany, The Devill obeped him and took 
Vancermaſt on his back and went away with him in all 
their fights. Pold Fryer, crped the AmbeCadour,. J will 
not loſe Vandermaſt faz halt my land. Content pour ſelf, 
my Lozd, anſwered Fryer Bacon, J habe but ſent him 
dome to ſee his doife, and ere long be may return.

of Fryer Bacon, 
A rich Gentleman ot England dyed; and left bebind him 
three Sons: Now fox ſome reaſon (which was beit 
known to himſelf) be appointed none of them by name 
to be his heir, but ſpate ts them after this manner: 
Pon are all my ſons, and J love you all as a Father 
fhould do, all alike, not one better then the other and be- 
cauſe A would alwayes do rigbtly ſo near as I can, J 
leave all my Lands and goods to him that loves me beſt. 
T beſe were the laſt wozds that he ſpake, concerning any 
wozldlp affaires. parts 

After he was dead and buried, there arofe a great con- 
troveefie betwirt them who ould inherit their Fathers 
goods and Lands, every one pleading foz himſelf, how that 
he loved bis Father beſt. All the cunning Lawyers of the 
Ringdomn, could ſay nothing tv tbe purpoſe,concerning 
this caſe, ſo that they were infozced to beg of the King a 
grant fo2 a combate, toz they would not ſhare the Lands 
and goods amongſt them, but every one deffred all z elſe 
nothing.
